Crops in the County. 


A HBPTOMOAH commissioner has inter- 


' viewed several city and country farmers 


on the yield and condition of the crops 
in Macon county. He was told that 
wb«»tha» averaged about 15 bushels to 
tho acre, but that while the quantity was 
larger than that ot 1883, when the aver- 
age J»eld was 9 bushels per acre, the 
quality is poorer 
and lighter, buye-fl 


paying 50 to 70 cunts a bushel for such 
as has been delivered. There has been a 
big yield of oats, but il ,has panned out 
poorly, the average yield per acre of good 
quality being about 26 bushels. Early in 
the season it was thought it would reach 
40 bushels. There was also an enormous 
lot of hay, but the rains and carelessness 
played hob with it. It is estimated that 
fully, one-third of the crop was lost It 
sells at 86 a ton. The coin, which is a 
little backward on account of the rather 
remarkably cool weather at this time of 
the year, is of generally good color and 
will turn out well if we have warm 
weather and frost holds off 20 or 30 days-

Soon after 10 o'clock this forenoon 


Thomas Fields, colored, brother of Stan- 
ton Fields, started to cross over tbe Illi- 
nois Central railroad bridge, near the 
water works, coming from the south, at 
which time the south-bound fast mail and 
passenger train vas coming from the 
north at a lively rate of speed. Tom 
doubtless thought at the start that he 
could reach the north end of the bridge 
before the train struck it, but he made a 
miscalculation. He soon discovered his 
perilous position and he at once proceed- 
ed to save himself if possible. He was di- 
rectly over the north bank of the river, 
when he started to get down between the 
ties and bang on to the timbers below. 
In the excitement of the moment he failed 
to get his left hand off the rail, to which 
he clung as he lowered himself, and the 
wheels of the" engine crushed the hand 
close up to the wrist, severing the thumb 
entirely. The unfortunate man fell to 
the ground below, a distance of 12 or 15 
feet, where the train men found him. 
Neither the engineer nor the fireman saw 
the man on the bridge, but a passenger 
who was looking out ot the window hap- 
pened to see the hand on the rail. He 
told the conductor of the train what 
he had seen, and the tram backed 
up 
from the junction and

He was in great pain and blood 
flowed freely from the armT He was 
placed in the baggage car and brought to 
the depot, and taken thence in an express 
wagon to the Drs.

A serious accidental shooting took

In order to stop the tide of boltera

Nothings, therefore, speedily disap- 
peared, and a new parly sprang into 
existence composed of anti-slavery 
Whigs and anti-slavery Democrats." 


That is what Mr. Elaine thought

That eminent temperance reformer 


and citizen of'Chicago,'Francis Mnr- 
phy, has been interviewed upon the 
third-party movement in the alleged 
interest of prohibition. He looks at 
the matter entirely from the stand- 
point of the work in which he is en- 
gaged and pronounces it ill advised. 
He is very positive about it. "lam 
not," be says, ''a political temper-

He alludes to the, fact, so fresh in 
the public mind, that the victories 
won in Iowa, Kansas, Maine and 
Illinois were achieved without any 
snob agency, and further says: "I 
huve never known, during my whole 
experience as a temperance man, 
where the organization of a third 
party has ever helped the cause of 
temperance, but it has always in- 
jured it. This is true in the state 
of Maine, and it is true in the state 
of Masaachusets. The organization 
of a third party has injured the cause 
there, and has "been the means of re- 
pealing the prohibition law. It was 
a third party that injured it in the 
state of New Hampshire. Every 
vote that is cast for a third party 
will strengthen the rum power." 
To this conclusion no doubt will 
many good Prohibitionists come 
who are now astray. To our view 
the third-party movement has more 
of unwisdom in it than any course 
the friends of temperance could have 
taken. When those who have gene 
into the movement without a ay sel- 
fish purpose to serve look uronnd 
and carefully survey the field in 
which the campaign is being con- 
ducted, and see how few of those 
who have always been their real 
friends and co- workers are now with 
them, they will begin to think they 
have made a mistake. 


A COBRESPOHDENT of the Chicago 


Journal, who has made a tour of 
observation through the state of New 
York, writes to that paper as follows 
concerning a portion of his trip: 


I stopped at Buffalo, I said. Al- 


most I wish I hadn't. It was not 
nice to learn that its citizens, regard 
less of partisan preferences, believe 
thai the Cleveland, scandal is entire- 
ly true.
